Testimony of the nation’s top 
defense authorities before the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, just released, paints a grim 
picture of the growing indus- 
trial and military might of the 
Soviet Union 


The tough thing to overcome. 
said Secretar: of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson, “is the un- 
limited arms destruc- 
tion, where you have enough 
military power on both sides to 
practically wipe our the world 

“I would not forecast that, 
the danger of actual war having 
importantly changed, you might 
savy the needs of maintaining 
relatively strong forces have 
somewwhat increased,’ Wilson 
said. “I would not draw the 
quick conclusion that the dan- 
ger was greater. Neither would 
I say that it had importantly 
changed.” 


U.S. More Vulnerable. 


Asked if the United States 
was not subject to greater 
damage than it was last vear or 
the vear before, Adm. Arthur 
W. Radford, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, replied 
“Since they build up their 
strength in certain types of 
weapans each year. | think vou 
probably could say that was cor- 
rect.” 

There was very little opti- 
mism in any of the testimony. 
Gen. Maxweli D. Taylor, chief 
of staff of the Army, said that 
lf economic considerations did 
not prevent, he considered that 
the Army should be 500,000 
men larger than it is today to 
meet current United States 
rommitments. | 

Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, 
former Army chief of staff, tes- 
lified that he considered a 
strength of 1,300,000 the mini- 
mum that should be maintained 
ander present conditions. 

The Soviet naval threat, ac- 
rording to Adm. Arleigh E 
Burke, “is serious today.” The 
Russians are building 75 sub- 
marines a vear, he declared, 
and now have seven times as 
many as the Germans at the 
outset of World War II. Soviet 
submarines and a_ substantial 
force of cruisers built since the 
war make the Soviet Navy the 
second largest in the world to- 
day, Burke said

BLAST RIPS HOLE IN TANKER 
AT TEXAS PORT, TWO HURT 


BAYTOWN, Tex., March 30 
(AP\—An explosion and fire 
last night blasted a gaping hole 
in the side of a 10,00U-ton oil 
tanker, the Esso Paterson, and 
sent two crewmen to the hospi- 
tal. The explosion rocked Bay- 
town on the Houston ship chan- 
nel, and was felt in Houston, 25 
miles away. It was at Texas 
City, 20 miles from Baytown, 
where a ship explosion killed 
510 persons in 1947.

Parity is the price needed 
to put commodities sold by 
farmers on a par with com- 
modities they buy. Theoretically 
it gives them a fair return for 
their produce. 

The department said prices 
for most crops increased during 
the month, sending the crop 
index up 3!2 per cent

But it is impossible to imply that 
one’s opponents deliberately betrayed 
the interests of the United States and 
then expect to be able to work with 
these men after the campaign Is over 
as if nothing had happened. 

Right now, for example, a. good case 
could be made that, vis a vis the Rus- 
sians, the United States is in worse 
shape than it was in 1952 

Considerable evidence is available to 
indicate that the Soviet Union is out- 
maneuvering us in the field of foreign 
policy, and solid indications exist that 
our military position has deteriorated 
rather than improved since the Repub- 
licans took office. 


Beyond Mr. Nixon’s Grasp 


The Democrats are entitled to make 
all these points, we think, as convinc- 
ingly as possible. What they are not en- 
titled to do is to imply that our worsen- 
ing position is due to secret softness 
toward Communism by Secretary of 
State Dulles, or to the deliberate hiring 
of “security risks” by Mr. Nixon, or to 
a fondness for traitors by President 
Eisenhower 

Such tactics would make American 
political life impossible, because they 
would transform politics into a war of 
extermination 

Yet this point seems to be the one 
Mr. Nixon has always failed to grasp. 

Mr. Nixon will almost certainly be 
on the G.O.P. ticket this fall. But neith- 
er he nor his followers should expect 
this news to be greeted by universal 
dancing in the streets. 

His methods may win elections, but 
millions of Americans still feel that 
such tactics hardly fit a man for possi- 
ble occupation of the White House. 


Scotland’s Sea 


From The Manchester 


~ It is quite probable that few people 
were aware, until the report of the 
Institute of Seaweed was published the 
other day, that the seaweed harvest of 
our Scottish shores is worth $2,800,000 
annually. 

Seaweed has been a valuable prod- 
uct of the ay | northern coasts for 
centuries, but, Ake many anoiher in- 
dustry, it has had its ups and downs. 
For a very long time it was used as 
manure, and it still is by the men who 
till the soil of the remote crofts in the 
outer isles. 

One of the first Industrial uses 
seaweed was in the manufacture of 
iodine. Great masses of the weed were 
gathered and burned, and from the re- 
sultant kelp iodine was obtained. Pros- 
perity stayed until someone discovered

that iodine could be obtained much 
more cheaply from the nitrates of Peru 
and Chile. 

This brought sad times to the isles 
again until the discovery, just after 
World War II, that seaweed could be 
made the effective base of a multitude 
of products, from cosmetics to custard 
powder and ice cream. So seaweed 
has again brought a measure of pros- 
perity to the communities of the north- 
west. 

Today, on the wild, sandy shore of 
the western coast of South Uist, the 
seaweed is carefully raked into heaps 
to be collected by car for transport to 
the factory on the southwest of the 
island. Here the seaweed is stacked, 
dried, milled, and then shipped to the 
mainland factories for processing.

But 
when the cabinet was the prin- 
ciple policy-making body, it 
never occurred to anyone to 
suggest that its policy decisions 
were not a fit subject for public 
discussion.

system 

Almost without anybody no 
ticing, the NSC _ system, of 


secret decisions secretly arrived 
at, has been replacing the tradi- 
tional system. Obviously there 
is an area of the government's 
poticy-making process which is 
properly secret. But the NSC 
system goes much futher than 
that. It a system in which 
the, government's policy on the 
great central issues is regarded 
as none of the public's business 
and, increasingly. none of Con- 
gress's business either. 

Surely the NSC system ex- 
plains at least in part the queer 
public apathy which has greeted 
the many authoritative warn- 
ings that the world balance of 
power is shifting rapidly in 
favor of the Soviets. 

What to do about this sort of 
challenge to our national secur- 
ity is, according to the NSC 
system, not a fit subject for 
public discussion. So the public 
can hardly be expected to get 
very excited about it

LTHOUGH Robert Rossen had some trouble in chew- 

ing all he bit off in trying to pack the life of Alex- 

ander of Macedonia into a two hour and 20 minute 
motion picture, he has been tremendously successful in 
“ALEXANDER THE GREAT,” which 
opened today at LOEW’S STATE THEA- 
TER, in keeping the figure of Alexander 
always in perfect focus. 

As magnificently played by Richard 
Burton, Alexander emerges vividly through 
the huge battle scenes that all but burst 
from the CinemaScope screen, the in- 
trigue, the gorgeous costuming and splendor of this huge- 
scale film, and is studied as intimately as in a neo-realistic 
«rama. The Alexander conceived by Producer-Director- 
Writer Rossen and made so real by Burton, believes him- 
self a god, and acts very much like a man—hot-headed, 
impulsive, consumed and driven by a burning single-mind- 
edness of purpose.

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


« Repairs to Stucco Walls. 

F YOU live in a stucco home 
you are probably aware that 
stucco is pretty tough stuff 
t's not only tough but it’s not 
very elastic When there is a 
movement of the house frame 
under the stucco coating, the 
stucco can't give and if there is 
enough movement, the stucco 
will crack or pull away from 
door and window frames 

The main danger of cracks 
and open seams in a stucco 
house is it will allow water to 
get'in and cause damage to the 


| 


house woodwork You often 
find small hair line cracks in 
.stucco and these usually are 


only in the top or finish stucco 
coat. They aren't anything to 
worry about and can usually be 
filled up with paint when the 
stucco is painted.

but before they can be patched 
they should be cut.out with a 
cold chisel so that the inside is 
wider than the outsids Then 
you want to dust the loose 
stucco out of the crack and then 
wet down the sides 


Now the best material to use 
for patching is a _ prepared 
patching stucco that is sold in 


a package and which you mix 
with water before applying. 
These prepared pgtching mate- 


rials come in several different 
colors and you want to select 
the color that best matches the 
color of the stucco on your 
walls 

If you can't get these pre- 
pared matecriais, use a mortar 
made with one part Portland 
cement and three parts sand. 
Mix the cement and sand to- 
gether and then add enougl 


water to get a putty like mix- 
ture. Force the patching mate- 
rial into the crack and finish off 
the outside surface to match 
the finish on the rest of the 
stucco. 

Open seams where stucco and 
woodwork meet should not be
